You are hereby notified to meet at Notchland Inn, in 
said Hart’s Location, on Tuesday, the 12th day of March 
next, at nine of the clock in the forenoon, to act upon the 
following subjects: 

1. To choose all necessary Town officers for the year 
ensuing. 

2. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary to 
defray town charges for the ensuing year and make appro- 
priation of the same. 

3. To see if the Town will vote to raise $99.00 and 
accept State aid construction on Willey House Road. 

4. To see what amount the Town will raise for the 
maintenance of Sawyers River. Road. 

5. To see if the Town will vote to borrow $400.00 
from the Bank. 

6. To vote to authorize Selectmen to draw a voucher 
for S. Hunt and New Hampshire Highway Dept. for pay- 
ment snow-plowing Sawyers River Road winter 1934 and 
1935. 

7. To see if the Town will vote for a Road Agent. 

8. To see if the Town still wants to buy the snow 
fence, as ordered, from Mr. Brooks. 

9. To see if the Town will authorize the Selectmen 
to administer or dispose of any real estate acquired by the 
Town, thru Tax Collector’s deeds.
